Asked at the inquest if he had 
er been convicted of a felony, 
Mahurin lied under oath, replying 
that he had only been arrested 
several times for peace disturb- 
ance, or other misdemeanors.

Inquiry Started.

A. G. White of the Highway Pa- 
trol began an investigation in an 
effort to determine the cause of 
Mrs. Mahurin's death, and the 
source of $7000 paid on the pur- 
chase of the 80-acre farm the Ma- 
hurins bought March 12. The in- 
quest was continued pending re- 
sults of laboratory tests, following 
an autopsy, and laboratory Kami 
nation of the stove, which Ma- 
hurin said exploded. 

At the jail last night Mahurin 
gave a Post-Dispatch reporter the 
following account of the manner 
in which his wife died: “I was} 
busy milking in the barn and my 
wife was preparing breakfast on 
the kerosene stove, which we were 
using temporarily, I heaml her 
cry out, but thought she was call- 
ing me to breakfast. Then I heard 
her scream. I dropped the milk 
pail and ran to the house. 

“My wife was running around 
the kitchen table with her dress 
on fire. I grabbed a rug and tried

Woman's Bravery in Plane Crash 


MARYVILLE, Tenn., March 22 
(UP)—Mrs. Fred Hall, 40 years 
old, of Detroit, was praised today 
as the heroine of the fight for sur- 
vival of four injured airplane 
crash victims who waited three 
| freezing nights on a Smoky moun- 
tain slope for rescuers to come. 

The three men in the party told 
how Mrs. Hall ignored her own 
injuries, including a broken jaw, 
to keep them comfortable and 
whip up their flagging spirits dur- 
ing the 62-hour wait on Hangover 
mountain. 

The four survivors were brought 
to a hospital here for emergency 
treatment yesterday after a heli- 
copter pilot accomplished their 
rescue. 

Pilot James Hardy, 23, Orville 
Rich, 38, and Mrs. Hall’s husband, 
42, were unanimous in their praise 
of the brave woman. 

“If it hadn’t been for Mrs. Hall,” 
Hardy said, “we couldn't have 
made it.“ He was the most seri- 
ously injured, suffering a broken 
leg in the crash of the twin- 
engined” Cessna aircraft. 

Hall suffered a broken nose, 
and all four were dazed and their 
skins almost purplish from shock 
and exposure.

Joseph De Hatre, a drug store 
manager, who left his wife and 
three-week-old son and went to 
Los Angeles to await the arrival 
of a St. Louis woman he planned 
to marry, was arrested in Los 
Angeles last night on a fugitive 
warrant charging him with em- 
bezzling $3381 from Gasen Drug 
Stores, Inc. 

Police here, who have been in- 
vestigating the case since Sun- 
day, said that $2381 of the total 
amount missing was accumulated 
funds from payments of gas and 
electric bills by customers of La- 
clede Gas Light Co. and the 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri. 
DeHatre was manager of the 
Gasen store at 1637 South Broad- 
way, which had been authorized 
by the utility companies to re- 
ceive customers’ monthly pay- 
ments. 

DeHatre has waived extradition 
and will return to St. Louis. 

He was reported missing last 
by the assistant 
manager of the store, Charles 
Durst, who telephoned the drug 


company's general manager, Roy 


Gleason. Durst told police that 
DeHatre had telephoned about 11 
a. m. Saturday saying he would be 
late. When he did not come in 


Aby 6 p. m., Hurst called Gleason. 


The next day, DeHatre’s wife, 
Mrs. Laura DeHatre, 1531 East- 
mont avenue, University City, re- 
ported him missing to University 
City police. 

Gleason checked DeHatre’s 
books at the drug store Sunday 
and found that his accounts ap- 
peared to be in order. But yes- 
terday when he compared the 
store’s records with bank depos- 
its, he told police he found that 
on last Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday, DeHatre had recorded de- 
posits in the stores books that 
had not been made at the bank. 


The sums that should have been 
deposited on each of those days, 
Gleason said, were $604 on 
Wednesday, $707 on Thursday and 
$1070 on Friday. These were gas 
and electric company payments. 
In addition, Gleason told police, 
DeHatre cashed a check for $1000 
drawn on the company's account 
at the Manufacturers Bank & 
Trust Co., which also was missing. 

Special Officers Walter Dorn 
and Virgil Kleine of the Lynch 
Street Police Station learned in 
their investigation that DeHatre 
had been seeing a 41-year-old 
‘woman frequently. They went to 
her home and learned from her 
daughter, who had just received 
a special delivery letter from her 
mother, that DeHatre had taken 
her to Dallas, Tex., and that they 
planned to be married.

BEHIND RENT 


CONTROL BILL 


Join Forces for Measure That Would Let 
States Set Curbs Aside—Strong G.O.P. 
Backing for Home-Rule Plan. 


* 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP) 
Democratic Senators put aside 
their sectional differences today 
to rally behind a measure extend- 
ing federal rent controls. 

Both the Southerners who won 
in the long civil rights filibuster 
and the party leaders who opposed 
them joined in supporting a bill 
which would continue controls 12 
to 15 months. 

Despite Republican opposition 
to some parts of the bill, Chair- 
man Maybank (Dem.), South 
Carolina, of the Senate Banking 
Committee told a reporter he Was 
confident the Senate would pass 
the measure by tomorrow after- 
noon “at the latest.” 

Present rent controls expire 
March 31. After Senate passage, 
rent control differences will have 
to be worked out with the House. 

Debate in the Senate yesterday 
showed strong Republican support 
for two features of the House bill 
which the Senate committee elim- 
inated, 

One would permit towns, cities, 
counties or states to take over 
rent controls or to drop them. 
The Senate measure reserves that 
power for states alone. The other 
would allow landlords “a reason- 
able return en a reasonable value” 
of their property. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan said he was “intrigued” 
by the House’s “home rule” provi- 
sion. Other Republican Senators 
who put in a good word for it 
were Baldwin of Connecticut and 


Bricker of Ohio. 

Senator Taft of Ohio, chairman 
of the Senate Republican policy 
committee, urged that landlords 
be assured in the law of a reason- 
able return on their property. 

Majority Leader Lucas of IIII- 
nois told reporters he considered 
it “a very good bill.“ 


Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, defending the bill against 
Republican attacks, said he is in 
favor of a fair return for land- 
lords. He maintained, however, 
that the House provision is im- 
practical because of the difficulty 
of determining the fair value of 
property. Sparkman was chair- 
man of the subcommittee that 
drafted the original Senate bill. 

He said the Senate Banking 
Committee decided, instead, to 
permit two 5 per cent rent in- 
creases—one on Oct. 1, 1949, and 
the other on April 1, 1950—pro- 
vided that this does not bring 
total rent boosts to more than 
15 per cent above the June 30, 
1947, level. 

Sparkman said the committee 
hopes this will be the last exten- 
sion of federal controls. 

“Will you guarantee that rent 
controls will be dropped at the 
end of 12 months?” asked Taft. 
“If so, I will be glad to drop all 
criticism of the bill.” 

Sparkman replied that “the 
housing situation a year from 
now” will determine whether an- 
other extension of rent controls is 
necessary. **

Gen. Clay today confirmed the 
death sentence of S.S, Sgt. Hubert 
Huber, one of the Malmedy mas- 
sacre defendants. Huber was con- 
victed with 11 other Germans of 
killing unarmed American pris- 
oners of war during the Battle 
of the Bulge. Clay confirmed the 
death sentence of one defendant 
last week and commuted that of 
another. The other cases still are 
under review. Death sentences 
had been stayed because of de- 
fense charges that the prisoners 
oe maltreated to obtain evi- 
ence.

WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP) 
--The House passed a 70-group 
Air Force bill and sent it to the 
Senate today. It refused to ap- 
prove an anti-segregation amend 
ment. 

The roll call on final passage 
was 395 to 3. Those against the 
bill were Representatives Celler 
(Dem.), New York, Marshall 
(Dem.), Minnesota, and Marcan- 
tonio (A.L.), New York.

The amendment, on which there 
Was no record vote, would have 
prohibited the Air Force from 
making any purchases from indi- 
‘viduals gr companies that dis- 
criminate in employment opportu- 
nities because of race, creed or 
color.

Crime Board Urges Bar. 

At present the A.T.&T. and 
Western Union file tariffs with 
the FCC in which it is stated that 
service will not be granted for 
illegal use. The California Crime 
Commission recently urged the 
FCC to go further in the matter 
and specifically order such a bar. 

“We will want to know just 
what the FCC has done and can 
do,” said Tobey. “If the agency 
is doing all it can under the cir- 
cumstances, that should be made 
known to the public. If there is 
legal authority for clamping down 
the lid tighter, we will want to 
know about that too.” 

As told in the Post-Dispatch, 
the FCC earlier this year request- 
ed A. T. & T. to amend its tariffs 
to pledge specifically refusal of 
service to racing news operators, 
bookie shops and so on. This was 
done, although A. T. & T. informed 
the Government agency it had in 
the past sought conscientiously to 
prohibit such service as a matter 
of voluntary policy. Western Un- 
ion voluntarily had changed its 
tariff schedules to include the 
bar, and was sued in California by 
Continental Press Service, which 
lost the suit. 

The California Crime Commis- 
sion, in a report, declared that 
Continental Press had been flash- 
ing racing news to all parts of 
the nation, and that the notorious 
Capone syndicate of Chicago, by 
“threats, beatings and shootings,”

Amendment 


Before reporting the bill, the 
committee turned down an amend- 
ment designed to eliminate com- 
pletely segregation in the state in- 
stitutions of higher learning. It 
proposed that Negroes be admitted 
to the state University and col- 
leges regardless of whether the 
courses sought were offered at the 
Negro university. 

The amendment was lost be- 
cause many supporters of the bill, 
although favoring the principle it 
represented, feared that too great 
a departure from the existing 
policy would jeapordize chances 
for passage of the measure in the 
Legislature. 

The committee voted unanimous- 
ly to report the bill after an ex- 
tended public hearing, at which 
numerous persons appeared to 
urge its approval. Speakers told 
the committee the bill should be 
passed to promote the eonstitu- 
tional rights of Negroes to equal 
educational opportunities, and 
warned that the state could not 
continue long to carry the finan- 
cial burden of maintaining sepa- 
rate schools for Negro and white 
students. 

The measure represents the first 
important, although limited, at- 
tempt under the 1945 state con- 
stitution to break down Missouri's 
segregated school policy. It now 
goes to the floor of the House for 
action. 

The bill sent to the House is a 
committee substitute for a bill 
which would have limited admis- 
sion of Negroes to professional 
and graduate schools of the state 
university and colleges, if com- 
parable courses were not avail- 
able at Lincoln Unive . The 
language in the substitute bill is 
interpreted as broadening the pro- 
vision to add special undergradu- 
ate and graduate courses of study 
not offered at the state’s Negro 
university. 

The substitute was suggested 
during the hearing by former 
State Senator Allen McReynolds, 
president of the board of cura- 


_curators’ plan for admission of 


Representative Howard Elliott of 
St. Louis County, who was chair- 
man of the Equal Rights Commit- 
tee. That committee, in its com- 
prehensive report urging elimina- 
tion of all laws and practices cre- 
ating or tending to encourage dis- 
crimination, made alternate rec- 
ommendations on admission of 
Negroes to the state institutions. 
It indorsed the proposal of the 
board of curators, and also made 
a broader recommendation that 
Negroes be admitted to all state 
colleges without restriction as to 
whether courses sought are avail- 
able at Lincoln University. 

Elliott was one of the sponsors 
of the original bill, but offered the 
amendment to get the Equal 
Rights Committee’s broader rec- 
ommendation before the 
sity Committee. After it was re- 
jected, he said he would offer the 
same amendment when the House 
considers the substitute bill. 


Lincoln U. Suggestions. 

The curators of Lincoln Univer- 
sity, which has its main campus 
in Jefferson City, favors admis- 
sion of white students to the 
school, Dr. Sherman D. Scruggs, 
president, reported to the commit- 
tee. He said they also wanted 
authority to discontinue any 
school or courses at the Negro 
university which cannot be main- 
tained on the basis of providing 
equal educational opportunities. 
The committee did not act on the 
suggestions. 

Representatives of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri Student Govern- 
ment Association reported a re- 
cent poll showed that 70 per cent 
of the student body favored the 


Negro students. Spokesmen for 
the St. Louis Civil Liberties 
League and the Missouri Associa- 
tion for Social Welfare also urged 
approval of the bill. 

State schools to which Negroes 
would be eligible to enroll in spe- 
cial courses of study, if the Dill 
is passed, are the University of 
Missouri, Columbia; the School of 
Mines and Metallurgy, Rolla, and 
state colleges at Kirksville, Mary- 
ville, Warrensburg, Springfield 
and Cape Girardeau.

Qualified Negro students will be 
admitted to fall classes in the 
graduate schools of the Washing- 
ton University School of Business 
and Public Administration, the 
Sever Institute of Technology, the 
School of Law and the School of 
Botany, Chancellor Arthur H.

Persons living in Shantytown, 
squatters“ settlement along the

be given special priority for dwel- 
lings in public housing projects, 
the Social Planning Council and 
City Health Division recommended 
in a joint report today. 

In the meanwhile, the report 
continued, temporary housing 
should be provided in order to 
relocate Shahtytown dwellers. 
The temporary dwellings should 
be in areas cleared for future 
public housing projects. 

In the six-block squatters’ set- 
tlement, investigators found, there 
are 381 persons, representing 140 
families, occupying 137 dwellings. 
Their incomes are .even lower 
than those of slum dwellers. Slum 
families average $211 a month in- 
come; Shantytown families, $131. 

No new shanties should be con- 
structed and no additions to pres- 
ent “homes” should be allowed, 
the report recommended. As 
dwellings are vacated, they should 
be demolished, in order to lessen 
problems of the area, the report 
continued. 

Another recommendation was 
that a council of residents of 
the community be formed to seek 
improvements in the area. There 
is no running water in Shanty- 


town and city mains should not 
be extended, the report said, be- 
cause that would “perpetuate” 
the community. 

Sanitary toilets should be pro- 
vided and city garbage and rub- 
bish collection service furnished, 
the investigators recommended. 


As a further step to improve sani- 
tation, 
neighborhood refuse cleanup proj- 
ect. Another suggestion was de- 


velopment of a co-operative proj- 
ect to take children to schools in popcorn in a plant at 4154 Forest 
dad weather. 


Shantytown developed primarily 
because of the housing shortage, 
the report pointed out. The area 
contains a higher proportion of 
unskilled workers as family heads 
than is found in slums. 

But the Shantytown dwellers are 
more satisfied with their homes 
than slum residents, the inquiry 
reveaied. The squatters prefer 
their community to slums because 
rents are cheaper, or non-existent; 
they have more privacy, there is 
more space for children and there 
is less traffic, less noise and fewer 
accidents. 

Disadvantages of living in 
Shantytown were listed by resi- 
dents as follows: Lack of water, 
poor transPortation, inconvenience 
to shopping districts, lack of street 
lights and lack of sidewalks.

No undergraduate schools of the 
University have been opened thus 
far to Negroes.

Four Are Paroled. 


“A few days after his last Wash- 
ington visit in August 1947, Paul 
Ricca, top-ranking member of the 
present Capone mob, along with 
his associates—Louis Campagna, 
Charles Gioe and Phil D’Andrea— 
were paroled, after having served 
the minimum period of a 10-year 
sentence. This was a demonstra- 
tion of tremendous political influ- 
ence and power vested in a notori- 
ous criminal gang that had flour- 
ished for almost three decades 
through murder, extortion and 
plunder.” 

The gravity of the crime prob- 
lem, he asserted, has prompted 
formation of citizens’ crime com- 
missions in many cities. “These 
are steps in the right direction,” 
he -said. 5 

Reed, banker and chairman of 
the Chicago Crime Commission, 
said, in part: We have proved in 


Illinois that the people will dis- 
criminate in their voting if given 
the chance. We appreciate the 
help we had from your newspa- 
pers, which had a wide circulation 
in southern Illinois.” 

In forming a crime commission, 
he said, the first need is a Capa- 
ble staff of investigators, “men 
with FBI experience.” 

Raises Questions. 

President Smith of the Chamber 
of Commerce, in his address, 
raised these questions: 

“Why is the murder rate in 
St. Louis six times as high as 
in Minneapolis, in proportion to 
population? 

“Why is our robbery rate 
eight times that of Milwaukee?

“And why, for each 100,000 
population, do we have 83 auto- 
mobiles stolen as compared with 
33 in Philadelphia? 


| Comparisons From FBI Reports. 


“These comparisons are from 
FBI reports for the first half of 
1948 and they cannot be explained 
away by pointing out economic, 
social, racial or religious differ- 
ences. Our unfavorable ratios are 
too high for that.” 

Then he asked why 48 per cent 
of those found guilty here were 
allowed to plead guilty to lesser 
charges, while the average for 181 
cities was less than 15 per cent. 
“And why did our rate increase 
from 48.4 in 1947 to 54.5 in 1948?” 
he asked. 

He suggested the Circuit Court 
en banc assign more judges to 
criminal divisions. His final ques- 
tion was: “Why is it that lawyers 
of St. Louis have not met their 
civic duty in an organized effort 
to promote efficiency of the 
courts, and prosecuting officers in 
handling criminal cases?” 

Mayor Urges Sewer Program. 

In another talk at the dinner, 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann de- 
clared the new city administration 
should develop a long-range, in- 
tegrated sewer program and push 
the recently-begun program for 
eliminating grade crossings. 

“Disturbing clouds” forming on 
the economic horizon indicate the 
time has come to review the city’s 
plans for creating employment and 
warding off a disastrous depres- 
sion through public works, he de- 
clared.

Of the $63,000,000 for postwar 
improvements provided by the 1944 
bond issue, Mayor Kaufmann re- 
ported, almost $56,000,000 is availa- 
ble today. but because of infla- 
tion, those projects for which plans 
have been completed would ex- 
naust the fund before the entire 
program could be carried out. 

Many worthy projects were 
eliminated in evolving the 1944 
program, he said in calling for a 
review of the public works plans. 
In this connection, he pointed out 
the city’s bonded indebtedness, 
which is limited by statute to 10 
per cent of the total assessments 
on real estate, personal property 
and merchahts’ and manufactur- 
ers’ properties, can be expanded 
by nearly $62,000,000, the margin 
having been increased by $11,000,- 
000 during the current fiscal year. 

“The Board of Education and 
other local public agencies also 
should be planning future im- 
provements, the Mayor said, de- 
claring, “I am satisfied the pub- 
lic will support a well-conceived 
school program, planned so as not 
to put an undue burden on the 
taxpayers.” 

Kaufmann estimated a program 
to eliminate grade crossings, for 
which he ordered a detailed sur- 
vey last month, would cost $108,- 
000,000 to $150,000,000, and require 
years of completion. *

to catch her. She was screaming 
and beating at the flames. She 
ran outside and I picked up a 
quilt and caught her in the yard. 
I threw her to the ground and 
smothered the fire with the quilt. 
Her eyes were closed and she 
didn’t move. 

“Then I threw the stove into the 
yard, as far as I could throw it, 
and yelled until the neighbors 
heard me and came running up. 
I took her to the hospital, and the 
doctor said she was dead. I can’t 
understand why they won't let me 
see her. We worked so hard mov- 
ing into the place and she said 
she loved the country, although 
she had lived most of her life in 
St. Louis.” 

Mahurin denied meeting his 
wife through a “Lonely Hearts 
Club,” asserting he was ac- 
quainted with her when she and 
her former husband, Willard A. 
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Fisk, rated a confectionery in 
North St. Louis. He refused to 
discuss the source of the money 
used in buying the farm and in 


also bought a saddle 
horse, which he said was to have 


daughter, 15-year-old Nancy Fisk. 

“That is all our private busi- 
ness, I'm not discussing that,” he 
replied. He also gave evasive an- 
swers about his previous mar- 
riages and about the charge that 
he attempted in 1946 to burn down 
the Assembly of God Church, 2336 
Hord avenue, Jennings, where his 
fourth wife, Mrs. Elaine Mahurin, 
was the caretaker. 

“That was just suspicion, just 
suspicion,” he observed. He was 
charged with arson in the church 
fire, which caused $2500 damage, 
and later with assault to kill his 
wife, who occupied living quarters 
in the building. The charges were 
dropped when his wife refused to 
testify against him. 

Worked in City Many Years. 

Mahurin, 53 years old, is short 
and compactly built. A native of 
St. Francois county, where he has 
relatives, he worked in St. Louis 
for Many years as a street car 
operator, dairy employe and a 
sheet metal contractor. Sheriff 
Smallen said Mahurin’s effects in- 
cluded filing cards, small note- 
books and other memoranda con- 
taining the names and addresses 
of women. There were notations 
that, “she wears the brightest lip- 
stick of any older woman I have 
ever known,” and similar observa- 
tions about his women acquain- 
tances. 


When offered a cigarette, Ma- 
hurin explained, “I never use to- 
bacco.” He is described by per- 
sons who knew him in St. Louis 
as “a perfect gentleman.” He is 
reported to make frequent use of 
quotations from the Bible and fa- 
Mous poems, but displayed none 
of these talents in the St. Fran- 
cois jail. 
pleasant when interviewed, but 
was stubbonly uncommunicative 
when authorities questioned him. 

He also declined to discuss in 
detail the death of his second 
wife, the former Katherine Boilet 
of Dent county. She died in 1940 
in St. Francois county under cir- 
cumstances which aroused the 
suspicions of her relatives in Dent 
county. The body was exhumed 
three week after her death, which 
had been attributed to heart dis- 
ease in the death certificate. The 
autopsy failed to reveal anything 
on which charges could be 
brought. Mahurin states merely 
that „Katherine died of heart dis- 
ease.” 

Mahurin’s first marriage was to 
Sylvia Sullivan of Crawford 
county, in January 1915. He ob- 
tained a divorce in 1937, following 
his release from the penitentiary. 
After the fire at the Jennings 
church, St. Louis county deputies 
interviewed the first Mrs. Ma- 
hurin, who had remarried. She 
told them, they said, that Mahurin 
set fire to their home in Crawford 
county in 1928 to collect $2500 in- 
surance, which he used to buy a 
larger farm. He rented the larger 
farm, had trouble with the tenant 
and later the house burned down. 


The tenant, who had shot at Ma- 
hurin in a quarrel, narrowly es- 
caped from the burning home, the 
first Mrs. Mahurin told Deputy 
Sheriff Harry Newbold, 


Examination of the home near 
Farmington showed no evidence 
of fire, Sheriff Smallen stated. A 
curtain within a foot of the stove 
was unscorched, and paint on the 
new stove showed no effects of 
fire, the sheriff said. Mahnrin 
told the reporter the stove was 
“blazing up” when he ran to the 
house, and that the glass fuel con- 
tainer apparently was leaking 
kerosene, The stove, damaged 
slightly when thrown into the 
farm yard, is under examination 
at the Highway Patrol laboratory 
at Jefferson City.

To this fund 
went the 500,000 francs Jolivet 
paid for his tractor, and from this 
fund French roads and re-equip- 
ment are being financed. 

In this case, however, the story 
begins not with the French Coun- 
terpart Fund but with the British. 
This fund, in Britain, is exactly 
like the one in France. For every 
dollar of goods shipped to private 
interests in Britain by the United 
States, the equivalent in pounds 
goes into a British bank to the 
government’s account. Like the 
French fund, it may be used for 
reconstruction. 

Conditional Aid Fund. 

There is one further condition. 
A certain portion of this Counter- 
part Fund, to an amount laid 
down in the master plan, must be 
set aside for the use of other 
Marshall plan countries. 

During the current year, for ex- 
ample, the British are down for 
$1,239,000,000 in Marshall plan aid, 
of which Britain conjracted to set

There many Belgians cross the 
border each day to work in the 
French mills, but they will work 
only if they are paid in Belgian 
francs, since the French francs 
will buy nothing where they live, 
and the French have no access to 
Belgian francs. However, under 
the Marshall plan, Belgium gets 
aid from the United States. It, 
too, has a Counterpart Fund, and 
part of its Marshall-plan aid, 
transferred to its Counterpart 
Fund, represents conditional aid, 
just as part of the British fund 
did.

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The Art of Leadership 

Over the weekend, Mr. Truman may have 
come across that passage in the Bible which says 
that a soft answer turneth away wrath. Anyway, 
in his speech before the Mayors, he spoke very 
soothingly about Congress. “Basically,” he said, 
“the Congress and the President are working 
together for the good of the country.” This is 
in quite different key from his threat to stump 
the country to put over his program. It is in 
line with the President’s mild reaction at Key 
West after he had lost the filibuster fight. 

In denying that an important rift exists be- 
tween him and Congress, we think Mr. Truman 
errs on the side of optimism. Optimistic, too, is 
the President’s statement that he and Congress 
“are going to agree on a lot more things than 
we disagree on,” for the coalition between Re- 
publicans and Southern Democrats is a tough one. 

It has a natural conservative affinity which is 


_ jikely to be felt in many important legislative 


battles. Even so adroit a political tactician as 
Franklin Roosevelt was able to hold his party 
together only by baling-wire, so to speak. And 
when he attempted to purge a group of recalci- 
trant Southerners from Congress in 1938, he 
made a dismal failure of the job. 

After having bad relations both with the Sev- 
enty-ninth Congress, which was Democratic, and 
the Eightieth Congress, which was Republican, 
Mr. Truman took his case to the country last 
fall. In his give em hell campaign, he called the 
Eightieth “the second worst Congress in his- 
tory,” and applied everv other choice epithet he 
could think of. It worked. The people liked it 
and voted for him. 

But it is one thing to make a smashing appeal 
for votes and quite another to deal with 96 
Senators and 435 Representatives, nearly all of 
whom have a jealous sense of their own impor- 
tance, and many of whom owe no political alleg- 
iance whatever to Mr. Truman. Such men can 
be led if the leadership has the electrical Roose- 
veltian quality, and if the times are right, but 
Mr. Truman is no Roosevelt, so he had better 
turn to the tactics of wooing, persuasion and of 
intelligent and principled compromise. 

Even so great a figure as Woodrow Wilson 
lost the greatest battle of his career because of 
his stubborn refusal to engage in the art of com- 
promise. It cost him adherence to the League 
of Nations and sent him from the White House 
a broken, tragic man. It no doubt cost the world 
a great deal, too, since the whole course of 
events might have changed if we had taken our 
rightful place in the League. 

As for wooing Congress, Franklin Roosevelt 
did that all the time. He was constantly enter- 
taining men from both Houses at luncheon and 
dinner and flashing his famous charm upon 
them. Oddly enough, though Mr. Truman him- 
self was popular as a member of Congress, he 
has hurt the feelings of the men on Capitol Hill 
by his aloofness since he became President. 
Here is a friction that could easily be eliminated. 

Mr. Truman, too, is given to the all or nothing 
method of asking for legislation, and some of 
his all or nothing requests are less than sound. 
His proposal for rent control did not have the 
resiliency it should have had, so it was sharply 
altered in Congress. His proposal for a new 
labor law failed to take into account certain 
good features of the Taft-Hartley law. Taft, for 
his part, was willing to admit error and make 
concessions; but the same attitude was lecking 
in Truman. On the matter of civil rights, the 
President -could probably make considerable 
progress by getting an anti-poll tax las and an 
anti-lynching law if he postponed other festures 
of his program for which he simply hasn't got 
the votes. 

Most commentators remark upon the Presi- 
dent’s improvement ak a happy human being 
since he won the office in his own right; it is 
now time for him to show improvement in the 
art and science of dealing with Congress. 
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Three Kinds of People 

There are only three kinds of people, accond- 
ing to the Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. Geof- 
frey F. Fisher. He lists them as (1) Communists, 
(2) convinced Christians and (3) amiable non- 
entities. In handing down this ukase, isn’t the 
Archbishop being a slightly irascible somebody? 

At the very outset, this dismisses 300,550,000 
Confucianists, 230,150,000 Hindus, 220,978,848 
Mohammedans and 100,000 Zoroastrians, among 
others, as nonentities, though we don’t know how 
amiable they are going to be about it. It goes 
on to shut out Republicans, Democrats, Dixie- 
crats, Free Silverites, Syndicalists, Anarchists, 
and a host of others if that’s all they are. 

For our own purposes, we prefer to think that 
the three kinds into which people fall are as 
follows: 

1. Those who consider it possible and neces- 
sary to.classify people, and who do it with a nice 
big fat advantage for their own classification. 
2. Those who consider it unnecessary and im- 
possible. 3. Those who consider it just as well. 
And in case anyone should want to know, we 
belong to the second and third kinds.

Carpenters vs. Laborers 

If 7000 AFL building laborers stage their 
threatened “vacation” tonight, they are going 
to be among the less popular people in this 
community. The building season is opening, and 
fhe community néeds all the houses that can be 
produced and more. Yet the laborers are threat- 
ening to punish their employers and the public 
when they have no proper quarre! with either. 

Their quarrel is with the carpenters, another 
AFL union. It is a jurisdictional dispute, Ac- 
cording to our information, it is on such narrow 
issues as which union is to take down a par- 
ticular kind of wooden form that is used over 
and over again. 


The building trades ought to settle their fam- - 


ily quarrels peaceably and in private. When they 
cannot agree, their differences should go to ar- 
bitrators, who can pass expert judgment. 
Indeed, peaceful settlement or arbitration of 
jurisdictional differences is prescribed in the 
laws of Missouri. If the laborers walk out, they 
will risk prosecution under the Madison Act. 
The Taft-Hartley Act might also be invoked 
if the employers appealed to the National La- 
bor Relations Board. In an analysis of the law, 
the Rev. Leo C. Brown of St. Louis University 
said that the NLRB “probably has always had 
jurisdiction over the construction industry.“ This 
power was not used under the Wagner Act but, 
in Father Brown's opinion, it probably would be 


infects nearly everyone connected with the 


building industry that the work will soon run 
out. So everyone grabs what he can and is in- 
ordinately jealous of every little vested right. 

Only in this atmosphere could mature human 
beings wage war over who is to pick up a board. 
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Hasty Move in Berlin 
Impatience may have eost the Western Allies 
another hand in the Berlin poker game. In an- 
nouncing that the is no longer to be 
accepted as legal tender in the western sectors 
of the city, they obviously slapped at the Rus- 
sians. But the West Berliners felt most of the 
sting. And that hardly increased their cordiality 

toward the hand which struck the blow. 


To provide some balm, the Allies emphasized 


that possession of east marks would not be 
deemed illegal, In other words, West Berliners 
are free to spend the 400,000,000 east marks 
with which they have been caught—almost 
double the number of their more valuable west 
marks—in the Russian sector. Indeed, it would 
ease the strain on the air lift if they did their 
shopping in the Red zone. 

Ever alert to propaganda opportunities, the 
Russians have announced that West Berliners are 
welcome to spend their money in the Red sector. 
In the past, however, they maintained a vigilant 
guard against those who tried to carry food pur- 
chases out of their sector. The Russians called 
such people smugglers and treated them as such. 
What West Berliners think of the new generosity 
was shown by the rapid decline of the exchange 
value of the east mark. 

The battle of the marks began last June 18 
when the Western Allies announced a currency 
reform in their zones. 
more trouble in Berlin, far inside the Russian 
zone, than it did in Western Germany. The 
blockade of the city was one of the first direct 
results. The Russians last summer offered to 
lift this if the east mark were made the exclusive 
currency for the whole city. The Allies, how- 
ever, feared that this would give the Reds too 
strong a control over Berlin’s economy. 

Subsequently, nine neutral members of the 
United Nations offered a compromise plan. The 
Russians tentatively accepted this, but the West- 
ern powers would have no part of it. So the 
UN committee gave up the job as hopeless. 
Then the Westerners issued their ban against 
the east mark. 

It was a bold move, perhaps too bold. If, de- 
spite the supplies brought in by air, it means 
shorter rations, the shut-down of more stores 
and factories, and increase of unemployment and 
discontent, the Western Allies certainly will wish 
they had moved more slowly. Such a situation 
certainly will not be overlooked by the Soviet 
propagandists. 
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Good Advice From the Mayor 


Mayor Kaufmann made his valedictory speech 
to the Chamber of Commerce last night. It was 
his last appearance as mayor at the chamber’s 
annual dinner, and he took advantage of the oc- 
casion to give some good advice to the organiza- 
tion and to the community. : 

Without being alarmistic, he considered the 
possibility of a business slow-down. St. Louis 
should be prepared for such an eventuality. In- 
dustry should consider expansion projects which 
would sustain purchasing power, he said. And 
the city, too, should review fts long-range public 
works program. Mr. Kaufmann pointed out that 
$56,000,000 of the $63,000,000 authorized for 
postwar public works in 1944 is still available. 
Other major projects—especially plans for grade 
crossing eliminations and for needed sewers— 
should be added to this program now. 

Public and private building projects, # well 
planned, certainly are the most practical anti- 
dotes for an industrial slowdown. The need for 
housing alone can be a powerful stimulant to the 
city’s economy, if it is met. But for this kind of 


planning, St. Louis still lacks one essential in- 


gredient, a sound zoning ordinance. Mayor 
Kaufmann indicated his awareness of this when, 
earlier in the day, he told a press conference 
that the aldermen should pass such a measure 
before they adjourn on April 8. 

It would be far from the least accomplishment 
in the mayor’s good record if in the-next few 
weeks he took the lead in rescuing the zoning 
ordinance which now is in danger of being talked 
to death in the aldermanic zoning committee. It 
is a real chance to set the scene for the kind of 
planning which he so wisely urges for St. Louis. 
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Churchill on the Submarine 


Winston Churchill has written in his memoirs 
of the smashing impact of defeat at Dunkerque 
and of the havoc of the Nazis’ first mass air 
raids. But in the current chapter published in 
the New York Times he says: “The only thing 
that ever really frightened me during the war 
was the U-boat peril.” Since the U-boat was 
checked in 1943 and the bombing plane went on 
to take the last curtain bows for the tremendous 
destruction done in Germany and Japan in 1944- 
45, many persons have forgot the peril inherent 
in the submarine. 

Nevertheless it is a historical fact that the 
Germans almost won two wars with their U-boats. 
The glamorous treatment of air power and the 
constant speculation on the deadly potential in 
the atom bomb, in biological warfare and in the 
guided missile have pushed the submarine into 
the background.

Twice in our generation the United States 
has had to take a major part in world war. 
We have learned, and learned the hard way, 
that we can't isolate ourselves and that we 
can’t leave the safety of our nation solely 
to the military. It is not enough to fight 
for freedom when challenged. The protec- 
tion of our ideals must be assured by sound 
and complete planning in times of 

One portion of the National Security Act 
created the National Security Resources 
Board. Its function is to prepare and main- 
tain plans now to help prevent the chaotic 
complications which could arise in sudden 
national emergency. 

Our past transitions 
from peacetime to 
war economy were 
hugely difficult and 
ponderously slow. 
Today, a repetition of 
the “trial and error” 
method, with its sac- 
rifices, inefficiencies, 
waste and suffering 
could be disastrous.

The NSRB, civilian in makeup and pa- 
proach, is charged by Congress with the 
responsibility of “advising the President 
concerning the co-ordination of military, 
industrial and civilian mobilization.” Essen- 
tially, the board will have four major 
branches with a unified policy instead of 
187 quasi-independent agencies each with 
its own pet interpretation: The branches 
are: 

1, Office of Production, comprising a 
manufacturing group, materials group 
and utilities group. The major projects 
for this branch are the working out of 
Controlled Materials Plan (simplifications 
of allocations) and the preparation of 
complete mobilization plans for each in- 
dividual industry. 

2. The Office of Transportation and 
Storage. Railway, highway, airway, in-: 
land waterway, coastal, Great Lakes, 
ocean. An integrated plan of transporta- 
tion and storage to avoid pile-ups and 
bottlenecks. 

3. Office of Human Resources. Man- 
power, medical services, housing. Plans 
for the highest utilization of manpower.

Comedian Eddie Foy and 
Good Dances Triumph Over 
Mediocre Material.

The fact that “High Button 
Shoes” happens to be a pretty en- 
tertaining musica] comedy is a tri- 
umph, of imagination over mate- 
rial, The musical, which opened 
last night at the American The- 
ater for two weeks, has some mo- 
ments, particularly in the first 


half, when it not only falters, but 
staggers. Its songs by Jule Styne 
and Sammy Cahn, Hollywood tune- 
smiths, are dull, with twé excep- 
tions; its book, by Stephen Long- 
street, another movie practitioner, 
is short on wit and tries to peddle 
nostalgia, circa 1913, without much 
success. But Eddie Foy Jr., Je- 
rome Robbins, who staged the 
dances and George Abbott the di- 
rector, have magnificently disre- 
garded the shortcomings of the 
piece and gone ahead and built 
themselves a show. Foy is funny, 
Robbins’s dances are masterful, 
and Abbott has covered some of 
the defects, as usual with him, 
with hectic movement and deter- 
mined gaiety. 

Foy, who starred with this com- 
pany in Chicago for eight months, 
can’t be hailed as the savior of the 
production, as it has played a 
year and a half on Broadway with 
Phil Silvers as star, and a London 
company also is doing well. But 
it's nice to have him. He's the 
visual type of comedian, and, as 
Harrison Floy, a pitch man re- 
turned home to New Jersey to 
fleece the neighbors for a change, 
he has particularly broad scope. 
His antics are elemental, often de- 
pending on such things as out- 
rageous neckties or trousers, a 
motheaten bear-skin coat, or de- 
livery of fast chatter with a dead 
pan, but they have that zestful 
clowning of the best old-time bur- 
lesque comedians. 

Foy is not in the royal line of 
great comedians.

McClure was brought to this 
country from Ireland when 9 
years old. He became a peddler 
and struggled hard to obtain a4 
college education. He got a job 
with a bicycle manufacturer, which 
eventually led to editing a trade 
publication, “The Wheelman.” 


Then ‘he drifted to the DeVinne. 
Press and the Century Magazine 
of New York. 

In 1884 he began to syndicate 
fiction and he traveled abroad and 
in this country buying articles, 
meeting some of the leading liter- 
ary figures of the day. In 1893 
he established McClure’s Magazine 
and later founded a publishing 
firm for books. 

He discovered Rudyard Kipling 
before the English writer became 
famous. He was a friend of Rob- 
ert Louis Stevenson and purchased 
some of his writings. He bought 
the first 12 of Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle’s stories—about Sherlock. 
Holmes—for about $40 apiece. 

Other writers whose works he 
bought were Miss Ida M. Tarbell, 
Booth Tarkington, O. Henry and. 
Jack London. 

When Miss Tarbell’s “Life of 
Lincoln” was published; the circu- 
lation of McClure’s jumped from 
120,000 to 250,000 in a few months: 

His magazine published many 
noteworthy “muck-raking” arti- 
cles, such as the history of the 
Standard Oil Company — which 
caused a sensation. Some of his 
special writers were Ray Stan- 
nard Baker and Lincoln Steffens, 

He retired a number of years 
ago and his active mind found an 
outlet in writing. When he was 
in his eighties he wrote an analy- 
sis of freedom. His autobiog- 
raphy appeared in 1914. Other 
writings included “Obstacles to 
Peace,” “The Influence of Human 
Organizations on History“ and 
“The Achievements of Liberty.”

Addresses Meeting After 
St. Louis Engineer As- 
serts Taxpayers Are 
Dissatisfied.

WASHINGTON, March 22—W. G. 
Sloan of the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, co-author of the Pick-Sloan 
plan for development of the Mis- 
souri River basin, turned up at a 
meeting here late yesterday and 
defended the program against re- 
cent bitter attacks. 

“It is a well-integrated plan and 
it is well on its way,” said Sloan, 
“and unless there is universal dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the tax- 
payers I think it should go ahead.” 

Thus far, he continued, the tax- 
payers haven't questioned Pick- 
Sloan expenditures in the basin, 
and “we have the united support 
of every state government, The 
criticism is all from the outside 
and not from within the basin, 
and it is due chiefly to unfamil- 
jarity with what is going on.“ 

Sloan referred by inference to a 
recent Hoover Commission “task 
force” report, which, after an ex- 
haustive study by a committee of 


experts, criticized the plan as a 
costly failure and “in no sense an 
integrated development plan for 
the basin.” 


Talk by Wesley Horner. 


The meeting at which Sloan 
made his remarks, at the invita- 
tion of the chairman who recog- 
nized him in the audience, was 
one of a series arranged by the 
Department of Agriculture gradu- 
ate school. The speaker was Wes- 
ley W. Horner, St. Louis consult- 
Ang engineer, who talked on Con- 
servation through River Basin De- 
“velopment.” 
’ Horner did not advocate strongly 
any particular plan, but he ap- 
‘peared to be generally opposed to 
an extension of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority principle and to 
be in favor of a national resources 
board which would employ the 
' gervices of agencies already in the 
field, and formulate over-all plans 
Tor various basins. 
Obviously not satisfied with con- 
_ ditions as they are, Horner quot- 
ober at length from a Post-Dispatch 
news article of last Feb. 6, which 
detailed criticisms made by the 
— Commission task force. He 

“I think the attitude of the av- 
erage taxpayer is one of dissatis- 
‘faction with the situation, because 
he cannot feel confident that the 
Proposals emanating from plans 
thus made are the ones for which 
he should be paying, and at the 
game time he is beginning to be 
appalled at the  billion-dollar-a- 
year programs and the tax bur- 
dens they will involve.” 

It was at this statement that 
Sloan apparently directed his re- 
marks. 

No Over-All Planning. 
Horner continued: 

“In reviewing the whole field, 
responsibility for present pro- 
cedure certainly comes back to 
Congress in the first instance for 
not having set up any over-all 
procedure for resource planning. 
Congress in turn is obviously un- 
der continuous pressure from 
those groups representative of the 
primary beneficiaries, in other 
words, the small element of the 
population which believes it can 
secure something for nothing—or 
at least for very little, and who 
prefer piecemeal planning in the 
fields of their particular interest. 
The remaining larger portion of 
the taxpayer group, which un- 
doubtedly would like to see a pro- 
cedure adopted in which they 
could have full confidence, are 
rarely vocal.“ 

One of Horner’s main objec- 
tions to an extension of the TVA 
idea in the.form of more author- 
ities, such as the proposed Mis- 
souri Valley Authority, appeared 
to be that if one or two mcre 
authorities are established “we 
must eventually have such agen- 
cies for each river system of the 
country, and then the Congress 
would have to face the new and 
possibly more serious problem of 
co-ordination between authorities.” 

Consolidation Agency. 

The function of the board such 
as Horner suggested would be to 
assign to each operating agency 
the task of drawing up a plan 
which would be the best plan from 
Its viewpoint. In other words, the 
Army Engineers might be asked 
to draw up the best plan for flood 
control, ignoring everything else; 
the Bureau of Reclamation the 
best plan for reclamation. only, 
and the Federal Power Commis- 

ion the best program for power 
development. 
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|NANKING IS TOLD 
T0 NAME ENVOYS 
FOR PEACE TALKS 


Urgency Stressed by Aid 
in Red-Held Peiping— 
Acting President Li 
Calls His Cabinet.

NANKING, March 22 (AP)— 
The Nationalist representative in 
Red Peiping urged the Govern- 
ment today to name its Ds 
delegation. 

Urgency was stressed in a tele- 
phone call to acting President Li 
Tsung-jen from liaison officer Hu- 
ang Shi-han. Huang said he be- 
lieved the Peiping Communists 
would agree to peace talks when 
the delegates were named. 


Li immediately ordered the new 
cabinet to assemble here. Absent 
members were told to fly to Nan- 
king. They include the new For- 
eign Minister, Fu Ping-chang, Am- 
bassador to Moscow. 

The new cabinet is slated to 
meet tomorrow or Thursday. At 
the top of the agenda is the se- 
lection of peace delegates. 

Li and Premier Ho Ying-chin 
were reported drafting a list of 
delegates tonight. If acceptable 
to the Communists, they will go 
to Peiping for the peace talks. 

The cabinet list, as announced 
by the official Central News Agen- 
cy, included: 

Deputy Premier, Chia Ching-te, 
former personnel director of the 
Kuomintang (Nationalist) party; 
Finance, S. Y. Liu, now governor 
of the Central Bank of China; De- 
fense, Gen. Hsu Yung-chang, a 
holdover in the same job from the 
Sun Fo cabinet; Economic Affairs, 
Y. C, Sun, now chairman of the 
National Resources Commission. 
Ministers without portfolio: for- 
mer Premier Chang Chun; Gen. 
Chang Chih-chung, a holdover 
from the preceding Sun Fo cabi- 
net; Chu Chia-hua, Mo Te-hui and 
Ho Yao-su. 

Formation of the cabinet had 
been delayed because of reported 
criticism of Ambassador Fu on 
the ground he was toe friendly to 
Russia. Western diplomats, how- 
ever, do not regard his appoint- 
ment as aligning China's policy 
closer to the Soviet Union. 
While Gen. Hsu is retained as 
Defense Minister, Premier Ho is 
expected to make most of the mili- 
tary decisions. 


ALBANIAN PREMIER ARRIVES 
IN MOSCOW FOR CONFERENCES 


MOSCOW, March 22 (AP)—AI- 
bania's Premier, Col. Gen. Enver 
Hoxha, arrived yesterday with a 
delegation for economic confer- 
ences with Russian officials. Sev- 
eral government officials and a 
guard of honor met the Hoxha’s 
party at the airport. 


The possibility ity that the talks 
might also concern military af- 
fairs is suggested by last night’s 
announcement by the Moscow 
radio that the deputy chief of 
Albania’s general staff is in the 
delegation. Albania, like other 
Cominform nations, has been 
feuding for months with its 
neighbor, Yugoslavia. 

Fourteen Albanians charged 
with spying for Yugoslavia went 
on trial in Tirana yesterday.

This odd, lov- 
able, explosive little cuss lights up the sky when- 
ever he steps on a stage. In Hollywood I met a 
man who had toured with Durante and who had 
also been on tours with a lot of other Holly- 
wood notables, and he made a shrewd observa- 


tion: 
* * * 

“ANY HOLLYWOOD CELEBRITY will at- 
tract a crowd. They stand around and gape at 
him or ask for his autograph. They admire 
him or they’re awed by him or they swoon over 
him. But Jimmy they just love. They walk 
right up to him and say, ‘Jimmy, why don’t you 
sing such and such a song?’ They fall into step 
with him and tell him what's the matter with his 
radio show. He's the kind of person people just 
naturally walk up to.” 

But there are, it must be admitted, a great 
many things the matter with his show (7:30 p.m., 
N.B.C. Friday). The spirit of Durante, a spirit 
molded in older and gentler times, appears to be 
several million miles apart from the spirit of 
his writers, who are a little too up-to-date for my 
personal comfort. Durante is obliged to utter 
some of the silliest, machine-made wisecracks 
about the female body, the tendency of breakfast 
foods to snap, crackle or pop, and his own nose 
ever uttered and it’s a credit to his genius that 
he imbues even the worst of them with his own 
unassailable good nature.

IT 1S, HOWEVER, altogether deplorable that 
Jimmy Durante is much funnier, much fresher 
and muth more rewarding to talk to than to 
listen to on the air—at least on his present show. 
He is one of the rare and original comic geniuses 
whose special attitude toward the exasperations 
of life are of his own invention. He imitates no 
one and no one can imitate him. 

The only time the Durante show really catches 
fire is when he gets a little restive and starts 
kicking the script to pieces. “Every crack like 
that,” he'll remark after an especially bad one, 
“brings television a little closer.” When the 
English language and Durante collide head on, 
as they almost invariably do, Durante graciously 
admits defeat. “I didn’t split that infinitive. I 
broke it all to pieces.” 

The true Durante is exposed, too, when he's 
singing those wonderfully exuberant songs advis- 
ing us to start off each day with a song or ask- 
ing whether Broadway can do without him, de- 
livered in tones of almost ‘maniacal glee. Garry 
Moore’s old role of partner and interrogator is 
now filled by Alan Young capably enough, con- 
sidering the limitation of his material which, in 
Young’s case, is sometimes plain awful.

The Flashlight

HE flashlight is a useful portable instrument 
T for turning night into day. It enables a per- 

son to venture out into the open after sun- 
down without fear of running into a tree or 
tripping over a boulder. 

That is, if the flashlight is in the drawer where 
you put it and not among the articles classified 
as lost, strayed or stolen. A flashlight is always 
kept in a convenient place. Not until you search 
for it do you realize that the place is as con- 
venient for others as for you. 

* * 

NO FLASHLIGHT is stronger than its weakest 
battery. So, if the light won’t go on you must 
identify the weakest battery and replace it with 
a strong one. But weak batteries and strong bat- 
teries look alike. So, in making the replacement 
you run a grave risk of mixing up the two. 

If no light is forthcoming, the trouble may be, 
not in the batteries, but in the bulb. However, a 
new bulb is not to be had short of the nearest 
hardware store. And when you get a new bulb 
you may find it is not the right size. 

All of this takes time. Meanwhile, you could 
be running into quite a lot of trees and tripping 
over any number of boulders. :

A MORE DIRECT SOLUTION of your prob- 
lem is to look in all the convenient places you can 
think of in the hope of finding somebody else’s 
flashlight. You can salve your conscience by 
vowing you will put it back after you have fin- 
ished with it. The trouble is that nobody is ever 
finished with a flashlight. 

A flashlight when in top condition and in the 
place where you put it is a priceless possession. 
But since this ideal condition is seldom met there 
is much to be said for matches or a candle.

HYDE PARK, Monday. 
UDGING from the reports in 
the newspapers, there really is 
a good deal of pressure from 

special-interest groups against 
rent control. It would seem to any 
sensible person, knowing of the 
difficulty people still have in find- 
ing places to live within their 
budget, that to remove rent con- 
trol would be disastrous until 
more building had taken place. 
Building is going on in many parts 
of the country, but the needs are 
far from being met as yet. . 

I can see that the small-prop- 
erty owner, who finds government 
forms bewildering to fill out, may 
have had a very hard time in 
getting a fair hearing on his com- 
plaints. He wants to be able to 
deep up his property, manage it 
well, and still retain a fair profit 
on his investment. That seems to 
me a problem to be handled by 
tightening up some of the ma- 
chinery which has not dealt wisely 
with complaints that have been 
brought in, or which has been 
negligent in making investiga- 
tions, or, even where necessary, 
in helping the property owner to 
get a fair deal. 

Wiping out the rent controls is 
not the solution and should not be 
permitted as yet. 

IT WAS ANNOUNCED yester- 
day that Soviet Russia will call 
upon the United Nations at its 
next session to reject the North 
Atlantic pact on the grounds that 
it is not a regional grouping of 
countries, organized under articles 
51 and 52 of the charter. 

It is unfortunate, it seems to me, 
that Russia emphasizes now its 
fear of aggression. It is quite 
true that the accumulation of 
states that they now control along 
their own borders is, from the 
geographical point of view, a more 
compact group. But the nations 
forming the North Atlantic pact 
have geographical control and 
their agreement is among free, 
democratic nations. Within those 


nations, except for Communist 
representatives themselves, there 
is no coercion from any outside 
source as to what their policies 
must be, : 

It has always amused me that 
there should be such complete 
unanimity in voting on every sub- 
ject by the Soviet Union, Ukraine, - 
Byelorussia, Poland, Czechoslo- 
vakia and Yugoslavia. Differences 
of opinion arise among the na- 
tions whieh form independent 
parts of the British Empire. Dif- 
ferences of opinion arise between 
the United States and other na- 
tions in the same geographical 
area or in contiguous areas. Yet, 
they never seem to arise among 
the states in the Soviet group. 

I have been told that the reason 
there is only one political party in 
Russia is because there is such 
complete agreement as to prin- 
ciples and objectives among all 
the people. Nevertheless, humsn 
beings who are under no coercive 
influence are apt to have slight 
differences on all kinds of ques- 
tions. When you cogitate for a 
moment you cannot help feeling 
that the Communist decisions 
must be arrived at by some form 
of centralized power.

ASE T-226: Homer J., aged 32, was chairman of a state 
teachers’ convention which I recently addressed. 
“Dr. Crane, we teachers in the high schools are greatly 
coerced by college entrance requirements into forcing our pupils 
to take many subjects 
which are not very practi- 
cal. Many times we would 
like to alter our curricu- 
lum and include more ser- 
viceable courses, but the 
colleges and universities 
are virtual dictators, for 
if our graduates don’t have 
the various units of geom- 
etry, Latin and other en- 
trance requirements de- 
‘manded, then our students 
are not admitted, and their 


parents are soon on our necks.”

IT IS UNWISE that our colleges and universities are thus 
permitted to dictate the curriculum of our high schools. Since 

the high schools are supported by the taxpayer’s hard-earned 
money, they, too, should render back to society a worthy return 
for the taxes they consume. 

Furthermore, they should certainly make a more vigorous 
attempt to equip their students for life instead of for college 
entrance. But the high school teachers should not be blamed 
for the present domination by colleges and universities. 

The most effective place for a-housecleaning in education 
would be by the members of the state legislature, who control 
our state educational system and direct the state universities. 
If the state legislatures insisted that our state universities re- 
move the obsolete requirements concerning college entrance, 
then our high schools would immediately be free to revamp 
their curriculum to meet current social needs.

Some may find it hard to recon- 
cile this “big heart” description 
with the Chicago they have seen 
and read about, yet this seemingly 
hard and indifferent metropolis 
has just demonstrated a spirit of 
good will which would seem to 
indicate that people are pretty 
much the same in the city as the 
Small town, when their hearts are 
touched. 

The heart of Chicago was 
touched when Bobbie risked her 
life, a few weeks ago, to save the 
lives of her three younger brothers 
and a sister when a raging fire 
swept their home. 
night Bobbie became Chicago's 
heroine, and Chicago’s Cinderella. 

Not even che winner of a, radio 
quiz could match the gifts that 
have been pouring in since Bob- 
bie’s story hit the front Pages. 
They have included a $17,000 
“dream house” with $5000 worth 
of furnishings, and a trust fund 
which will be worth about $10,000 
all contributed by thousands of 

. warm-hearted citizens. 

Legislators, ministers and edito- 
rial writers have been moved to 
extoll Bobbie’s bravery and the 
people's benevolence in legislative 
halls, from the pulpits, and in the 


newspapers. It has been called “a 


spirit of brotherhood unprecedent- 
ed in recent years” and one news- 
paper said, “let the atom split as 
it may, there’s more to be told 
about a schoolgirl’s heroism and 
the house that will rise from it. 
This is a monument to the heroism 
of Bobbie, a token of the regard 
in whith neighbors—indeed the 
nation—hold her.“ 


It all started on the afternoon 
of Feb. 17. Bobbie, her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Walter Mason, and 
six brothers and sisters were lived 
in a modest, four-room frame 
house in suburban Des Plaines. 
Her father was a truck driver. On 
Feb. 17, Bobbie stayed home from 
school to watch her three younger 
brothers and a sister— Billy, 7, 
Ruth, 6, Henry, 4, and Leroy, 2— 
while her mother went downtown 
shepping. 

J was in the kitchen washing 
Ruthie when I heard Billy 
scream,” Bobbie later explained. 
“I saw a splash of fire on the oil 
stove in the living room. I grabbed 
Billy, Ruthie and Henry and ran 
out into the yard. I thought the 
baby Leroy was in the yard but he 
wasn’t. I ran back into the kitch- 
en. Everything was burning by 
then. My skirt caught fire but I 
didn’t have time to think about 
that. I heard Leroy screaming 
somewhere, I ran into the front 
room and saw him under a ta- 
ble. I put his head under my 
dress and ran to the kitchen door 
but I couldn’t get it open. I 
knocked out the window with my 
fist and let Leroy down over the 
sill. Then I jumped myself. I ran 
about 500 feet to the neighbor's 
farm. I banged on the door but 
no one came. I ran inside and 
grabbed the phone. I guess I 
started to faint. Then someone 
came in and wrapped a_ sheet 
around me. I don’t remember 
much more.”

HE Des Plaines Fire Depart- 
ment answered the call but by 
the time they arrived the 
house had burned to the ground. 
The loss was estimated at $4000. 
Bobbie, unconscious, Was rushed 
to Cook County Hospital. She was 
severely burned about the neck 
and hands and for a time her con- 
dition was regarded as critical. 
However, about 24 hours later 
she had regained consciousness, to 
learn that she would recover and 
that she had become a heroine. 
A mob of reporters and photog- 
raphers surrounded her bed. Fire 
Commissioner Michael J. Corrigan 
was standing by to pin a badge 
on her and enroll her as a hon- 
orary member of the Chicago Fire 
Department. Swathed in ban- 
dages, she was a pathetic figure. 
To reporters she mumbled, “It all

happened so fast I didn’t have 
time to be scared for myself, All 
I could think of was getting the 
little ones out. I’m not a heroine. 
I just did what anybody would 
do.” 


The reporters and photograph- 
ers rushed back to their offices. 
Soon big, bold banner headlines 
proclaimed Bobbie as the city’s 
heroine. The touching pictures of 
the little girl in bandages were 
spread all over this city’s papers 
and elsewhere in the nation. At 
first Chicagoans read the accounts 
and studied the photographs with 
passive interest but then suddenly 
the city bubbled with a spirit of 
goodwill. Everyone, it seemed, 
wanted to do something for the 
girl and her family. 


In the town of Des Plaines, Mrs, 
Leo Buckley, a brisk, energetic 
neighbor of the Masons, began a 
coljection of money in behalf of 
the homeless family, which had 
been given temporary quarters by 
Mason’s employer in the city. Des 
Plaines civic and fraternal organ- 
izations began holding benefits 
and card parties. 


Then the Chicago Daily News, 
for whom Bobbie had been selling 
papers in her neighborhood, found 
itself flooded with letters and 
phone calls pledging money for the 
girl and her family. Together 
with Mrs. Buckley, the newspaper 
organized the “Bobbie Mason 
Fund,” and thousands of contribu- 
tions, ranging from a dime of a 
schoolgirl to $280 from an anony- 
mous individual, poured in. About 
$9000 has already been deposited 
in this account and it should ap- 
proach $10,000 at the rate contribu- 
tions are coming in, assuring Bob- 
bie of a college education and of 
a black horse named “Lightning,”

Anyway, 
here are some brief notes on this 
business of painting woodwork. 

The woodwork should be washed 
down or wiped down with turpen- 
tine to remove all the grease and 
dirt that collects during the 
course of a year or so, After this, 
give the painted surface a light 
sanding with No. 0 sandpaper. 
This cuts the gloss and provides 
a smooth surface all at the same 
time. After this, get hold of some 
interior paint or trim enamel and 


a three-inch brush. Tou might 
as well get a one-inch brush also 
so you won't go crazy while paint- 
ing the window sashes. 

Just to make things easy, coat 
hardware with vaseline,so that if 
it gets painted the paint can 
be easily wiped off. Use plenty 
of masking tape around windows 
so that you won't spend weeks 
scraping the dry paint off the 
glass. Keep paint from getting 
into the seam between sash and 
window frame because this will 
cause the’ sash to stick. 

Do the baseboards last so that 
any dust your brush might pick 
up from the floor won't get over 
the walls.

The building craftsmen went to 
‘work on the project immediately 
an@ everyone seemed eager to do 
their bit. They worked on it in 
crews of 20 and on the first Sun- 
day about 1000 people came out 
to watch. The Chicago Fire De- 
partment sent a searchlight truck 
so that the men could work late 
into the night. A big restaurant 
chain sent food. 

The following Sunday newspa- 
pers published routes to the house. 
About 25,000 people came out to 
watch that day, which was marked 
by the raising of American flags 
in a dramatic scene that moved 
one workman, a Navy veteran, to 
remark, “It reminds me of the pic- 
ture of the ‘marines raising the 
flag at Iwo Jima.” Another ex-G.1. 
said, “This house is a great com- 
munity movement. We saw a lot 
of heroism in the war but none 
of us knew of a more heroic act 
than that of Bobbie’s. It makes 
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a guy proud to be an American.” 

On the third Sunday the State 
of Illinois cut a new road into the 
area to enable motorists to view 
the “Dream House” from all 
sides. 

Meanwhile, dolls, jewelry, dress- 
es, dozens of handkerchiefs, three 
radios, comic books, watches and 
candy poured in on the over- 
whelmed Bobbie. Letters of en- 
couragement came from all over 
the country. The White House 
sent a note praising her courage. 
The Illinois General Assembly 
struck an illuminated hand-let- 
tered message commending her. A 
dairy delivered milk free to her 
and her family. The gifts became 
so numerous that Mason had to 
borrow a truck one day and go 
all over Chicago picking them up. 
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OBBIE, meantime, is recover- 
8 ing rapidly. Doctors say she 

will be slightly disfigured. She 
‘has undergone one skin grafting 
operation—an operation accorded 
the hourly newspaper bulletin 
technique ordinarily reserved for 
Presidents and Prime Ministers. 
Hundreds of offers were made to 
provide the skin necessary for the 
grafting, but doctors decided it 
best to use Bobbie's. 

A public guardian has been ap- 
pointed for Bobbie’s fund. The 
holders of the $2400 mortgage on 
the original house canceled the 
mortgage. Lawyers drew up pa- 
pers for the trust fund free. A 
workman was injured on the 
“Dream House” project one day 
and was treated by a nearby doc- 
tor. The doctor refused payment, 
saying “You’re donating your time. 
I feel I can donate my services.” 

Everyday there is a new expres- 
sion of good will toward Bobbie 
and her family. “Dream House 
Gets Chimney, Shingles,” “Wiring, 
Lights, Kitchen Units Speed Bob- 
bie’s Dream House,” “Apprentices 
Aid on Dream House,” “Gift of 
Two Pillows Thrill Bobbie,” U. S. 
Frees Bobbie and Her Family of 
Paying Income Tax on Gifts,” are 
typical of the daily headlines in 
the local newspapers. 

A bit of sadness crept into the 
city-wide tribute to Bobbie last 
week. Another fire created an- 
other heroine. Margaret Garcia, 
also 14 years old, carried her two 
younger brothers and two sisters 
to safety when fire swept their 
home on the South Side. Four 
rooms of brand-new furniture, all 
the family’s belongings and $220 
the family had been saving were 
destroyed. Margaret and Bobbie 
met at the hospital. Shyly, they 
talked to each other, “Margaret, 
wearing a borrowed coat, fingered 
some of the presents lying on 
Bobbie’s bed,” reported one news- 


paper. 
“It’s just tough, I guess,” 
solemnly said one newspaper re- 
porter who has been covering 
the “Bobbie” story for three 
weeks, “The town can’t get excited
